I feel we should be 
approaching our most suc¬ 
cessful companies to investi¬ 
gate and ultimately present 
recommendations to the 
local authority.”

OSWESTRY’S very own Olympic legacy will 
carry on next year through the staging of a 
second community games. 

Councillors have given their backing for 
Oswestry Community Games to be held in 
2014 after the success of the inaugural 
event in September when more than 400 
people took part. 

The games were organised to celebrate 
the legacy of the London Olympics and Par¬ 
alympics of 2012. 

Organiser Clive Knight, in a report to 
councillors summarising the event, said: 
“The event went very well with around 400 
to 500 taking part over the weekend which 
was helped with glorious weather through¬ 
out. 

“The event took six weeks to deliver from 
start to finish and there were over 50 vol¬ 
unteers involved in key positions that I, as 
organiser, was communicating with 
throughout this timescale. 

“The event became a mix of private, pub¬ 
lic and voluntary sector organisations work¬ 
ing closely together to successfully deliver 
this event. 

“Our interpretation of celebrating the 
legacy of the Olympics and Paralympics of 
2012 was to create an inclusive weekend 
event maximising use of the park’s sport 
facilities of tennis, bowls and mini golf, and 
bring local sports clubs and organisations 
into the park to showcase their sport, pro¬ 
vide have-a-go sessions, promote themselves 
and hopefully gain new members.” 


half of the 7.7-acre site undeveloped as pub¬ 
lic open space. 

The company presented its preliminary 
plans at a public exhibition in September. 

Following this and a period of consulta¬ 
tion with local residents, the company 
revised its plans, reducing the number of 
homes proposed from 85 to 64 and including 
more open space. 

It is now hoping to gain planning permis¬ 
sion by Easter. 

Jon Rowson, planning manager at David 
Wilson Homes Mercia, said: “Following a 
review of the community feedback about 
our preliminary plans, we significantly 
reduced the number of homes proposed, 
which has resulted in a more spacious devel¬ 
opment, with additional landscaping, whilst 
also reducing the traffic to the site. 

“The site has been identified as suitable 
to deliver much-needed new homes in 
Oswestry. 

Propose 

“Importantly, our plans only propose to 
develop approximately half of the site. 

“This will ensure the physical separation 
between Morda and Oswestry is safe¬ 
guarded and retained in perpetuity.” 

The development, which is close to local 
shops and services, would include a mix of 
homes including two, three and four bed¬ 
room houses, of which seven would be made 
available as affordable homes. 

Developers have pledged to retain foot¬ 
paths through the site and carry out land¬ 
scaping work around the site “to ensure the 
leafy character of the area is respected and 
enhanced”. 

Access to the site would be through a road 
off Morda Bank, and original site features, 
such as the stone boundary wall next to 
Morda Bank, will be retained. 

The application is now being considered 
by Shropshire Council and further consul¬ 
tation is taking place. 

A decision is expected to be made by the 
middle of March. 

Developers say that the homes will be 
suitable for families and first time buyers, 
and the mix of housing will create a bal¬ 
anced community.

Business 
growth is 
slowing - 
Chamber 

BUSINESS growth across 
Mid Wales stalled in the 
final quarter of 2013, 
according to the Mid Wales 
Chamber of Commerce’s 
quarterly economic survey. 

The number of businesses 
who maintained or incr¬ 
eased UK-based sales 
dropped from 77 per cent in 
the third quarter of 2013 to 
74 per cent, while interna¬ 
tional exports remained at 
78 per cent. 

Advanced order-books for 
those trading in the UK did 
remain a little healthier, 
however, with 77 per cent of 
business maintaining or 
increasing orders, up from 
72 per cent last quarter. 

Recruitment also fell 
across the region, with 93 
per cent of businesses which 
did try to recruit reporting a 
real difficulty finding staff 
with the right skills. 

The survey monitors the 
performance of businesses 
in Mid Wales and acts as a 
barometer for the strength 
of the Welsh economy. 

Graham Morgan, director 
of the Mid Wales Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “The 
results are a setback when 
compared to other parts of 
Wales, particularly after a 
promising set of figures 
released in the last quarter 
for Powys & Ceredigion. 

“It is not entirely unex¬ 
pected. Mid Wales is seeing a 
stream of young people mov¬ 
ing to pursue jobs over the 
border.”

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Golf clubs' windfall after 
VAT ruling over green fees 


GOLF clubs in the area are set for a welcome 
cash handout following a landmark judge¬ 
ment in the European Courts. 

The Court of Justice of the European Union has ruled 
that VAT on green fees at British private members’ golf 
clubs has been incorrectly applied and the money is to be 
repaid bringing a welcome boost to club coffers. 


This week local clubs wel¬ 
comed the news but were 
reluctant to forecast how 
much money is coming their 
way, while nationally clubs 
were talking in six figure 
sums. 

HMRC has enforced VAT 
on green fees paid by visitors 
at golf clubs across the UK 
for years. 

Now the ruling that the 
fees should be VAT-exempt 
in the UK, as they are across 
Europe, opens the floodgates 
for reclaims by thousands of 
clubs. 

In 2011 the first tier tax 
tribunal in the UK ruled 
that green fees at Bridport 
& West Dorset Golf Club, 
which had previously been 
subject to VAT, should be 
exempt, as they did not rep¬ 
resent “additional income” 
for the club. 

Appeals 

This was set to mean that 
every private members’ golf 
club could claim for a VAT 
refund going back at least 
four years. 

Following appeals the 
final decision has now been 
reached by the European 
Court of Justice and Brid¬ 
port are expecting over 
£140,000. 

“The issue in dispute was 
whether or not green fees 
charged to visitors should be 
treated as exempt from 
VAT,” said Paul Stewart, 
director of KPMG, who have 
been fighting the charges on 
behalf of clubs such as 
Llanymynech, Welshpool 
and Oswestry. 

Due to the significant vol¬ 
ume of claims made, we 
have contacted HMRC with 
a view to agreeing a cen¬ 
tralised approach for claims 
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processing, to ensure that 
the matter is dealt with effi¬ 
ciently and that all taxpay¬ 
ers are treated similarly.” 

Llanymynech Golf Club’s 
course manager Howard 
Jones welcomed the verdict. 

“Procedures for establish¬ 
ing the level of refunds will 
be long and protracted,” he 
said. 

“At this stage we have no 
idea as to the value of our 
refund or the timescale, 
though there is no doubt 
that the judgement will be 
beneficial to the club and its’ 
members.” 

Welshpool Golf Club 
chairman John Wood also 
expressed his delight at the 
decision. 

“KPMG has been working 
on our behalf on this very 
complex issue and the judge¬ 
ment is really good news for 
us at a time when we are 
looking to invest in improve¬ 
ments. But it is early days - 
we don’t know how much or 
when we will receive the 
refund.” 

Welcoming the news 
Oswestry Golf Club secre¬ 
tary John Evans warned of a 
sting in the tail. 

“Whereas clubs owned by 
a company or individual can 
reclaim all VAT, members’ 
clubs can only reclaim a pro¬ 
portion of VAT. 

“When the new rules 
come into force that partial 
recovery rate will reduce 
substantially and so increase 
the amount of VAT that can¬ 
not be recovered from 
HMRC. There is a welcome 
net benefit, but it does have 
a notable sting in the tail.”

and that the public will benefit from an 
improved police service. 

Montgomeryshire MR Glyn Davies, said 
he was not surprised by the announcement 
as all public services were having to cut 
their budgets. He said he would be meeting 
with Mr Salmon to discuss the rationale 
behind Public First. 

“The Dyfed Powys force covers a huge 
area and it is vitally important to ensure 
front line services are not affected,” he said. 

Staff and managers have been informed 
of the proposals which include new employ¬ 
ment terms and conditions for all support 
staff, a simpler management structure and 
fewer departments.

A FUNDING appeal for a new bone cancer 
centre in Oswestry is more than half way to 
its target amount, delighted health chiefs 
have revealed. 

The Oswestry Bone Cancer Appeal has 
now raised over £195,000 in a 12 month 
period, with a further £75,000 in pledges, 
meaning it is over half way to its target. 

The centre will be built in the grounds of 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital this year. 

The new Bone Cancer Centre will be 
located adjacent to the new main entrance 
at the specialist hospital. 

The area of land has been marked out 
ready for both the new tumour unit and the 
adjacent new operating theatres. 

Appeal director, Gwilym Owen OBE, said: 
“My thanks go to all those involved in 
fundraising so far towards the new £2 mil¬ 
lion Bone Cancer Centre. 

“In addition to the funds in the bank so 
far, we have a further £75,000 in pledges. 

“Whilst we have already come a long way 
in reaching our appeal target of £500,000, 
we still need more support and fundraising 
events. 

“So far we have 20 runners signed up for 
the 2014 Virgin London Marathon, with 10 
places remaining, if any one would like to 
sign up. 

“This new combined development of the¬ 
atres and the dedicated bone cancer centre 
in 2014 will really improve facilities for 
patients.” 


All staff are currently employed by the 
Police Commissioner but from April all but 
16 will be employed by the Chief Constable.

That will leave about 55 redundancies. 
Mr Prince said: “I intend to reduce the 
number of redundancies to a minimum and 
no PCSOs will face redundancy.”

A SHORTAGE of spoons is 
threatening the creation of a 
new piece of art for one of 
Britain’s best known illu¬ 
sionists. 

Uri Geller, famous for his 
spoon bending feats, has 
commissioned a gorilla, 
sculpted from his trademark 
spoons from the Shropshire- 
based British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre in Oswestry. 

But the company has 
realised that it will need 
twice as many spoons as it 
first estimated to make the 
gorilla and has renewed its 
appeal for help from the 
public. 

Donations from as far as 
New York and Amsterdam 
as well as from across the 
county have been arriving at 
a Shropshire firm. 

Clive Knowles, managing 
director of the british Iron¬ 
work Centre, said today that 
another 5,000 spoons were 
needed to finish off the 12 
foot sized gorilla statue for 
the colourful illusionist. 

Mr Geller says he will fly 
to Oswestry to pick the 
gorilla up and he will take it 
back to his Berkshire man¬ 
sion in a cage hanging from 
a helicopter in the style of 
King Kong. 

Mr Knowles said: “We 
really want to finish the 
gorilla in plenty of time, but 
we desperately need more 
spoons, of all shapes and 
sizes.” 

The entertainer commis¬ 
sioned the British Ironwork 
Centre to create the huge 
sculpture to sit in the garden 
of his luxury mansion. 

Mr Geller opens up his 
property to sick children as 
part of his charitable work.

£ 8,000

Church eyes old cinema 
site in a bid to expand 


A CHURCH in Oswestry could move into an 
old cinema in the town, with a 300-seat audi¬ 
torium for the congregation and the commu¬ 
nity. 

Hope Church, formerly Carreg Llwyd, is carrying out a 
feasibility study into the opportunities and the potential 


costs of such a move which 
leaders say would enable it 
to expand its activities to the 
whole of Oswestry. 

It was set up in Labur¬ 
num Drive as a mission 
church to the people living 
on Carreg Llwyd estate in 
1964 and celebrates its 
golden jubilee in June this 
year. But the church is now 
attended by people from a 
much wider area. 

Pastor, Derek Hughes said 
today that the intention was 
to create a 300-seater audi¬ 
torium for church meetings 
and functions, with other 
rooms and facilities for a 
variety of community activi¬ 
ties. 

“We see this as a signifi¬ 
cant opportunity that fits in 
with the church’s vision to 
serve a wider community 
than it does at present,” he 
said. The old Regal Cinema 
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in Leg Street, is on the mar¬ 
ket with Celt Rowlands & 
Co with the asking price of 
£475,000. 

It closed in 1994. 

A group of residents, led 
by Mr Chas Nicholson, 
wants to see the building 
run by a community interest 
company to transform it into 
a venue for theatre and 
opera, cinema, conferences, 
music recitals, exhibitions 
and a space for education 
and community groups. 

They say their vision 
would boost the local econ¬ 
omy, regenerate the town 
centre, enhance the night¬ 
time economy and reduce 
the need for people to travel 
elsewhere for entertain¬ 
ment.

“He was then treated at the scene and 
then taken to hospital via ambulance. 

“The crews were at the scene for more 
than an hour as it was quite an operation.”

It is about helping people 
to feel safe as well as be safe. Knowing how 
to contact us when it isn’t so urgent is all 
part of this.” 

Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Christopher Salmon said: “Enhanced 
access to policing services is a priority of my 
strategic Police and Crime Plan - the public 
can now be confident of having clear lines of 
communication with officers.”

HE has done the same job 
for more than half a century 
- and Eddie Francis admits 
he simply doesn’t want to 
retire. 

Mr Francis says his profession 
as a funeral director is a labour 
of love without which he would 
be lost, despite still shedding 
tears over the death of a baby. 

He is now approaching his 77th 
birthday and started out in the pro¬ 
fession when he was just 16. 

But he continues to play a key role 
at the family business, EJ Francis of 
Forden, near Welshpool and is show¬ 
ing no signs of slowing down yet. 

He took over the business in 1974 
when his uncle, Ted Roberts, retired 
and arranges up to four funerals a 
week with the help of his daughter, 
Yvonne, and son Glyn. 

Holiday 

Mr Francis, who says he works 
365 days a year and answers the 
phone at all hours, said: “I never 
have a holiday and I am always avail¬ 
able. I love meeting people and I love 
my job. 

“Everyone wants to do their best 
for their loved one and if I can help 
them do that then I am happy.” 

Mr Francis admitted that some¬ 
times it is difficult to remain profes¬ 
sional, particularly over the death of 
a young person. 

“The death of a baby always 
upsets me, even now. The worst is 
when you have to close the coffin. 
Tears always roll down my face.” 

But he said that funerals of older 
people should be a celebration of 
their life. 

Mr Francis has fond memories of 
his early days in the trade and being 
tutored by his uncle, but said funer-

als had changed considerably since he 
started out. 

He said: “I lived in Much Wenlock, 
one of eight children. My mother died 
when I was three and we were 
brought up by my dad. 

“I moved to Forden to live with my 
aunt and uncle and, at the age of 16, 
started to work with my uncle, Ted 
Roberts. 

“He was a wheelwright and a won¬ 
derful carpenter and, as many carpen¬ 
ters did at the time, he was also the 
village undertaker.” 

Under his uncle’s tuition Mr Fran¬ 
cis learned how to work with wood 
and also began helping out with funer¬ 
als. 

“He was a wonderful man and he 


taught me so much. Even now I can 
make a coffin, if someone wants a 
bespoke one. It’s not something many 
funeral directors can do these days.” 

He admitted that some of the things 
he witnessed as a teenager were har¬ 
rowing. 

Music 

“I saw the results of train crashes 
and suicides and they were not nice 
for a youngster to see. But I think I 
took it in my stride. 

“There were no chapels of rest in 
those days so the person who had died 
remained at the house or in the hos¬ 
pital until the funeral. And there were 
no crematoriums. Everyone was 
buried.

“The only music played was hymns, 
whereas today, particularly in the cre¬ 
matorium, all kinds of music can be 
played. I think this is lovely, it is much 
more personal. 

“When I took over the business I 
had a little Mini van to start with and 
I remember that the first funeral I did 
alone, for a Mr Hughes from the vil¬ 
lage, cost just £280 for everything.” 

His unwillingness to retire is wel¬ 
comed by many, who have told the 
undertaker not to step down until he 
has done their funeral. 

And as for his own funeral, when it 
comes, Mr Francis’s wish is to be car¬ 
ried on his hand-pulled, bier that has 
pride of place in his funeral parlour.

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Progress 
plans for 
electricity 
projects 

TWO controversial power 
projects near the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border are 
expected to make major 
progress in 2014. 

Energy firm Scottish 
Power says it hopes to sub¬ 
mit a planning application in 
the next 12 months for a £64 
million windfarm at Dyf- 
nant Forest near Lake 
Vyrnwy. 

And it also hopes to start 
construction on an overhead 
power cable from Wrexham 
to Oswestry as part of a sep¬ 
arate project. The firm says 
it has reduced the scale of 
the project at Dyfnant For¬ 
est which it has been work¬ 
ing on since 2008. 

But Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies has already 
branded the plans as “disas¬ 
trous” for the region. 

The energy firm says it is 
now gearing up to move to 
the next stage of the process. 

Company spokesman Paul 
Ferguson said: “Scottish- 
Power Renewables is now in 
the process of reviewing 
these responses and consid¬ 
ering appropriate amend¬ 
ments with a view of 
submitting planning appli¬ 
cation in 2014.” 

Meanwhile, the firm is 
carrying on work on a pro¬ 
posal to build a £13 million 
power line from Legacy, near 
Wrexham, to Oswestry. 

The power line sparked 
objections from councillors 
on both sides of the Shrop¬ 
shire/Welsh border. 


Warm clothing appeal for 
the refugees fleeing Syria

A FORMER GP has launched an appeal to collect warm clothing for 
refugees fleeing the unrest in Syria, a country where she had “the 
time of her life” as a student. 

Sally Whipple, from Maesbrook, near Oswestry, said the ongoing upheaval in 
the country and surrounding regions had been particularly hard to hear about 
as both she and her eldest daughter, Jenny Wright, have spent time in the region. 


In 1970, aged 18, Dr 
Whipple took part in a 
United Nations summer 
work camp in Lebanon, 
spending three weeks with 
young people from other 
countries in the Lebanese 
mountains. 

“My eldest daughter stud¬ 
ied Arabic and Middle East¬ 
ern Studies at Cambridge 
and was required to spend a 
year in an Arabic country as 
part of her course. 

“She chose to go to Syria 
and spent a year living in 
Damascus, teaching and 
studying in the city, in 
Mahajareen and Yamook, 
the latter being the suburb 
where displaced Golan 
Palestinians live and where 
fighting is now most 
intense.” 

Dr Whipple, now 61, and 
her daughter visited Tripoli 
to meet one of the friends 
she made in 1970, Dr Moun- 
zer Alameddine. Through 
him she heard of the hard¬ 
ships faced by refugees in 
Tripoli and wants to do 
something to help. 

“We hear that there are

some 100,000 refugees 
camping in Tripoli and the 
area, never mind the similar 
number stranded in the 
freezing Beqaa Valley,” she 
said. “Mounzer says that 
local people are doing all 
they can to feed, shelter and 
clothe the refugees but they 
are swamped, and political 
and religious differences, 


proximity to active fighting 
and memories of the prob¬ 
lems caused by entrenched 
Palestinian refugees render 
the situation inevitably 
volatile. 

“As a response to all this it 
seemed to me that to collect 
warm clothing, particularly 
socks, stockings, vests, hats 
and gloves, would be the 
least this affluent nation 
could do to help the refugees 
so I am starting a Socks for 
Syria box collection locally. 

Dr Whipple has picked up 
one full box of items from 
The Knockin Shop in 
Knockin, while boxes in 
Sainsbury’s in Oswestry and 
in Kinnerley village shop 
have been filling up. 

She is now appealing for 
donations towards the cost 
of transporting the items to 
Lebanon.

Memories of 
ship’s sinking 

A PASSENGER of a ship which ran 
aground in thick fog off the Portuguese 
coast before breaking up and sinking has 
written a book about her story.

Although Ruthie, who now lives in Welsh¬ 
pool, and her family managed to escape the 
wreckage unharmed like all other passen¬ 
gers and crew, she said the sinking left them 
with nothing to their name. 

She has now written a book on how the 
family recovered and came back to Britain, 
settling in Yeovil, Somerset, before she 
made her way to Welshpool in retirement.

The arm bone and shoulder were then 
reattached to Bethan’s body. 

Due to the treatment and operation, she 
has no feeling in the humerus but can move 
her arm, hand and fingers. 

The family split the £15,094.08 between 
the Kids Cancer Charity and Breast Cancer 
Campaign. 


Bankrupt 
Griffin's 
pledge to 
continue 

THE leader of the British 
National Party has vowed to 
continue in politics despite 
being declared bankrupt. 

Nick Griffin, 54, who lives 
in Llanerfyl, near Welshpool, 
was declared bankrupt for a 
year at Welshpool County 
Court last week, but said he 
will use the experience to his 
favour. 

He said the leading peti¬ 
tioner against him was 
Gilbert Davies Solicitors in 
Welshpool, who he owes 
£ 120 , 000 . 

Mr Griffin said he had 
offered to repay his creditors 
42p in the £1 over the next 
five years, which was 
rejected. 

Mr Griffin has vowed to 
continue as MEP for the 
North West of England say¬ 
ing he had “no significant 
assets”. He added he will 
continue as party chairman 
and will stand for re-election 
as an MEP

Councillor David Jones, council leader, 
warned that some services would be axed to 
make the necessary services. 

He said some charges could be introduced 
to services such as pre-planning application 
advice and that charges could be increased 
for car parking and leisure centre admission 
to generate more income. 

Councillor Jones said: “The scale of 
budget pressures mean that some services 
will no longer be provided by the county 
council.

“We have already embarked on major 
changes to the way we work and will see a 
very significant reduction in the number of 
people working for the council. We antici¬ 
pate that staff levels will decrease signifi¬ 
cantly in these difficult times. 

“Changes in the way public services are 
funded, with a greater emphasis on health 
and less on local government means that 
some services traditionally provided by the 
council will not be provided in future.” 

He added levels of council tax would also 
be examined, and said every one per cent 
increase would generate £580,000 in income 
for the authority.

oil tanks 
for leaks 


PEOPLE who use oil to heat 
their homes and businesses 
are being urged to check 
their tanks for leaks. 

Natural Resources Wales 
said that following a pro¬ 
longed cold winter last year, 
tanks and pipes may have 
become damaged by freezing 
temperatures and could 
cause oil to leak when they 
are put into use again, caus¬ 
ing pollution to nearby 
ground and watercourses. 

As well as inspecting for 
any visual signs of damage, 
Natural Resources Wales is 
also asking people to keep a 
check on oil levels in the 
tank during the winter, as a 
sudden drop in levels can 
indicate that oil is being lost. 

Emyr Jones, Natural 
Resources Wales 

spokesman, said: “As well as 
causing environmental dam¬ 
age, homeowners will also be 
very aware of the cost of 
replacing lost oil, so it’s in 
their interest to make sure 
their tanks are in good 
working order. 

“Cleaning up an oil spill 
can also be a costly business 
which could leave house¬ 
holders and businesses fac¬ 
ing bills of more than 
£1,000. We don’t want this 
to happen, which is why we 
are urging oil users to regu¬ 
larly check their storage 
facilities. 

“If anyone is concerned 
about damage or a leak, they 
can contact our incident hot¬ 
line on 0800 807060.” 


Politician's book reveals 
manic depressive secret

DURING his long and distinguished political 
career Oswestry MP John Biffen had a secret 
which he feared would ruin him if it became 
widely known - he was a manic depressive. 

He tells the story in his autobiography, Semi-Detached, 
which has been published six years after his death, and in 
a 2004 letter to political 
commentator Matthew Par¬ 
ris, who has written the 
foreword, said he was 
relieved that he could put it 
on record. 

He had been a nervous 
and “highly strung” child 
but had no warning of the 
illness which hit in the 
autumn of 1963. 

“I was struck down with 
sharp depression and tired¬ 
ness. It was a shock when I 
was on the threshold of a 
career I had longed for,” he 
writes. 

Diagnosed 

The episodes would strike 
him down for up to four 
days, when he was unable to 
make speeches or master 
briefs, followed by longer 
periods when he was fully 
active. His NHS doctor diag¬ 
nosed manic depression and 
treated him with drugs to 
offset his mood swings. 

Afterwards, Mr Biffen 
underwent 10 years, up to 
1976, having twice-weekly 
therapy with a Dr A. Ersk- 
ine in London, which did not 
cure the problem. 

“I arranged a political life 
that effectively concealed 


the situation. I was able to 
do the constituency work, 
occasionally pleading a 
stomach upset or cold when 
I felt exhausted at the 
thought of some fundraising 
function. As long as I voted, 
no-one missed my occasional 
inactivity in the Commons.” 

In 1976, Margaret 
Thatcher invited him to join 
her shadow cabinet as 
Energy spokesman, and Mr 
Biffen enjoyed it and did not 
find the stress too much. 
But that changed when he 
was switched to the high 
pressure Industry post. Mrs 
Thatcher, he says, was 
immensely considerate and 
told him to get his ailment 
sorted out and then return 
to her team, which is in fact 
what happened. 

Mr Biffen writes: “There 
is no doubt that it had a 
sharp impact upon my polit¬ 
ical life. I can now discuss 
this health problem with 
candour.”

road. While not built for outright speed the car 
boasts a well sorted ride and weighty steering, 
which should instil plenty of confidence when on the 
move. 

Much work has been done by Ford’s engineers 
to tailor the EcoSport to the demands of European 
roads and its drivers. The bottom line is that a mini 
SUV drives much like any current small Ford, which 
is a considerable achievement and should be 
enough to give its rivals something to think about. 

It’s fair to say that, in 1.0-litre EcoBoost trim, the 
car is best suited to relaxed urban motoring.

If you’ve been looking for a mini SUV 
recently you may have noticed the 
absence of Ford representation in 
what’s become a rapidly growing mar¬ 
ket sector. 

The Blue Oval has finally fixed this omis¬ 
sion with the EcoSport, a car boasting famil¬ 
iar Ford driving and design characteristics 
plus a trio of engines promising to be kind 
on your wallet. 

As befits a market sector focused more on urban 
agility than the ability to climb every mountain, the 
EcoSport is front-wheel drive only. Up front you’ve 
the choice of Ford’s awarding winning three-cylin¬ 
der, 1.0-litre EcoBoost petrol motor, a conventional 
1.5-litre petrol and frugal 1.5-litre, four-pot diesel 
unit. 

Riding more than a little higher than a Fiesta, the 
EcoSport offers drivers a commanding view of the 


road. Despite its ‘compact’ tag, Ford’s mini SUV’s 
cabin is surprisingly spacious, and there’s enough 
room for four adults, or more importantly a growing 
family. 

Bash-proof plastics abound in the cabin, which, 
while coming close to that of a Fiesta or Focus, are 
the obvious sign of the EcoSport’s low-cost roots. 
Still, what you can see and touch is of a good stan¬ 
dard, and the controls and displays will be familiar 
to existing Ford owners. 

Also pleasing is Ford’s generosity when it comes 
to standard equipment. 

Multimedia 

Focusing initially on high-grade Titanium spec, 
the EcoSport lacks very little in real terms thanks to 
the inclusion of keyless ignition, alloy wheels, air- 
con, decent audio and plush upholstery. Open your 
wallet a little wider and you can add leather trim, 
rain sensing wipers, cruise control and Ford’s fea¬ 
ture rich multimedia system complete with mobile 
phone connectivity.

Pro ceed

Has there even been a properly regarded 
Korean sports car? We’ve seen some 
cars down the years that were vaguely 
sporting in tone, if not in ability. 

Cars like the Hyundai Coupe offered a 
glimpse of what was potentially available but 
there was never the corporate will to really 
press on, despite high-profile rallying cam¬ 
paigns with no sports products to sell off the 
back of them. 

Kia seemed reticent to step up to this particular 
plate, preferring instead to major on meek and mild. 

That changed to a degree with the introduction 
of the pro ceed model in 2008. Here was a three- 
door Kia cee’d that looked good, had a willing chas¬ 
sis but just needed a bit more engine than the 
138bhp turbodiesel that was the flagship motor. We 
got an improved pro_cee’d model in 2011, but here 
the most powerful engine was a 126bhp turbod¬ 
iesel. Not promising for sports fans. They had to

wait until the unveiling at the 2013 Geneva Motor 
Show of the pro_cee’d GT. With 201 bhp, it was the 
first performance hatch that Kia had ever built. 

Buyers of humbler procee’d models always 
knew that there was the kernel of a really good car 
in there. The steering’s fairly meaty by modern stan¬ 
dards, there’s a reassuring amount of front end grip, 
the ride/handling compromise is well judged and 
there’s a nice consistency of control weights. All the 
sorts of stuff that keen drivers look for in other 
words, but there just was never enough engine. 
That changes with the introduction of the pro_cee’d 
GT. Here customers get a 201 bhp turbocharged 
four-cylinder 1.6-litre petrol engine that also devel¬ 
ops a hefty 265Nm of torque. Yes, it’s right out of 
‘Build A Hot Hatch 101 ’ but it’s clearly a formula that 
works and works well. 

This results in acceleration to 62mph in 7.4 sec¬ 
onds which sounds a little pessimistic for such a 
punchy car. By contrast, a heavier MINI Cooper S 
with a mere 184bhp will get to 62mph almost half a 
second quicker, although this may well be down to 
an issue of gearing. The GT’s not heavy, weighing 
in at around 1280kg. Kia is quick to play down 
expectations, advising us that it’s a warm rather

than a hot hatch and you can see where they’re 
coming from, with many of the top hot hatch players 
now boasting up to 300bhp. Still, over 200bhp is 
nothing to be sniffed at, especially as Kia can bring 
all sorts of other qualities to the party. 

The pro_cee’d is a handsome, wedge-shaped 
three-door hatch, designed by Europeans for Euro¬ 
peans. Built in Slovenia under the auspices of the 
Frankfurt-based Kia Motors Europe design team, it 
features a longer and lower profile than the five-door 
car, resulting in an edgy, coupe-like shape. The front 
end now features Kia’s ‘tiger nose’ grille to lend it a 
bit more attitude. 

The GT builds on this solid foundation, upping 
the aggression levels a few degrees. Plus there’s 
decent practicality too, with a 60-40 split rear seat 
folding flat without having to remove the headrests. 

Priced at around £20,000, the GT looks good 
value against other similarly styled and powered 
compact coupes like Volkswagen’s Scirocco and 
Peugeot’s RCZ. 

There are two trim levels - ‘GT’ and ‘GT Tech’. 


Both feature air-conditioning with cooled glovebox, 
heated and electrically-adjustable door mirrors, 
remote central locking and an MP3-compatible CD 
stereo with USB and auxiliary inputs. There’s also a 
leather-trimmed steering wheel with audio controls, 
cruise control and electrically-operated folding door 
mirrors. 

As for the really sporty stuff, well customers get 
distinctive LED daytime running lights, dual-exhaust 
pipes, 18-inch alloy wheels and eye-catching red 
brake calipers. Jump inside and you’ll spot Recaro 
sports seats and a cleanly styled, well-built interior. 
Also designed in is the option for a fully integrated 
satellite navigation system complete with European 
mapping and a seven inch colour touch screen. 
Plus Kia offers a Bluetooth hands-free system and 
a rear-view parking camera. 

Kia’s normally aspirated 1.6-litre petrol engine 
does extremely well at the pumps and in this tur¬ 
bocharged guise it returns 38.2mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle and puts out a competitive 171g/km of 
C02.

Mazda3 Stunner is mature

You might have noticed how the real 
world and the economy figures in car 
brochures don’t have much in com¬ 
mon, with reality trailing miles behind 
hope. 

So the latest Mazdas use engines, both 
petrol and diesel, that are bigger than the 
opposition and the company insists that by 
making them cleverer than anyone else it 
gives better returns - in the real world. 

This so-called Skyactiv technology seems to 
work. Now all that remains is to persuade the pun¬ 
ters they can save fuel by buying a car with a bigger 
engine than they were prepared for. 

When the rational side of the buyer’s brain gives 
way to the emotional side, things continue to 
impress with the new Mazda 3, which looks a bit of 
a stunner and is going to fast become the com¬ 



pany’s biggest seller. Much more grown up than the 
last one to look at, there’s an instant feel of slightly 
playful maturity to the outside, complete with 
swoops, curves and slashes. 

A little longer, wider and lower than the old 
model, the new Mazda 3 comes as either hatch or 
booted saloon, the latter expected to take only a 
small slice of sales in the UK, where we like the 
practicality of a hatchback rear end. The saloon is 
a bit longer than the hatch and has a usefully larger 
boot. 

Inside, the newcomer in a dramatic transforma¬ 
tion and at a stroke, makes a rival like the Ford 
Focus look fussy and less well put together. Even a 
little dated. 

The VW Golf gets closer, but feels a bit dull along¬ 
side the dramatic vision of well matched plastics 
that face the driver of a new Mazda 3. Some might 
find the relentless black on black finish too austere; 
to these eyes it looks simply sensible. 

Now we come to value, with Mazda insisting (with 
figures to back it up) that the new baby is cheaper 
than any obvious rival, especially after you’ve taken

into account the long list of standard kit that comes 
with the car. 

Prices of either version (the saloon is called Fast- 
back) are identical and start at £16,695 for a car with 
a 1.5 litre petrol engine. That’s fully half as big again 
as the engine in a rival Focus, yet still produces rea¬ 
sonable economy. 

Bigger still, and expected to take the bulk of 
Mazda 3 sales, is the 2.0 litre petrol version, with 
120 horsepower and the potential of good real 
world economy. The car tested here managed 
38mpg on a mixed test route that did not encourage 
sporty use of the gears. 

Going carefully the following day, a diesel-pow¬ 
ered version showed an impressive 58mpg on the 
dash and the car had all the performance you could 
realistically ever need. 

You do need to find an extra £2,250 to take the 
diesel route, so it will appeal mostly to high mileage 
company car users. 


Every new Mazda 3 comes with a braking system 
that senses a likely low speed collision and puts the 
brakes on for you in an emergency. 

There are electric windows all round too, along 
with a big touchscreen and iPod and Bluetooth con¬ 
nectivity. 

Climb the grade structure and you can add good¬ 
ies like xenon lights, head up display, satellite nav¬ 
igation and a Bose sound system.

Skoda Yeti

How on earth do you take a success 
story and make it better? That’s the dif¬ 
ficult task facing Skoda with its all-con¬ 
quering Yeti. 

First introduced in 2009, the Yeti tore up the rule 
book with its novel approach to practical motoring, 
combining the best elements of a family hatchback 
with those of an SUV to create the ideal crossover. 

The general public clearly thought it worked; over 
250,000 have been sold since 2009 with a big 
chunk of those in the UK. But the competition never 
lets up, and so the Yeti has been enhanced, with 
the facelifted version arriving in showrooms early in 
2014. 

The change you’ll notice first is the exterior. The 
Yeti has been brought more into line with the family 
look, so there’s a squared-off grille, smarter body- 
coloured elements all round and new bi-xenon 
headlights with LEDs. The round fog lights are gone 
and replaced by more discreet rectangular items 
too. 

Even with a more mature and discreet look 
though, there’s no mistaking the Yeti for anything 


else. It still has that tough, planted look, and with 
new choices of alloy wheel and paint colour there’s 
even more opportunity to stand out from the crowd. 
If you don’t like the Yeti then these details probably 
won’t change your mind, but the Yeti is distinctive 
in a sea of similarity and that is worthy of praise. 

There’s an added twist however. As well as the 
standard Yeti, there is the Outdoor model, which as 
its name suggests is better prepared for tough treat¬ 
ment. Outdoor models have a black trim down the 
sides and on the lower edges of the bumpers, so 
bumps and scrapes won’t break your heart. The 
bumpers themselves are also of a different design 
to allow better approach and departure angles 
should you choose to venture off-road. 

There are updates on the inside too with a new 
three-spoke steering wheel, new seat trims and fab¬ 
rics plus the option of decorative inserts on the 
dashboard. It helps to lift the already-good quality 
feeling of the cabin, without sacrificing any of its util¬ 
ity. 

Interior flexibility is still one of the Yeti’s strongest 
assets. The load area is unchanged at 510 litres up 
to a maximum of 1,760 with all the seats removed, 
an impressive figure for a car of this size. There’s 
still the flexibility to slide, fold and remove the three 
individual rear seats too, something which very few

rivals can offer. Add to that some new tech, such as 
a reversing camera and keyless start plus clever 
features such as a rechargeable torch mounted in 
the boot and a high-vis vest holder under the front 
seat, and you get the feeling that the Yeti could cope 
with just about anything. 

Especially if you go for the four-wheel drive ver¬ 
sion, now equipped with the latest generation 
Haldex system that automatically diverts power to 
all four wheels only when required which helps to 
save fuel as well as giving you traction when 
needed. In fact the new system means all 4x4 ver¬ 
sion have reduced C02 emissions compared to the 
outgoing models. 

Climb behind the wheel and getting comfortable 
is easy, with plenty of adjustment in the steering 
wheel and the seat, all topped off by a raised driving 
position that’s a real boon. It’s also a delightfully 
easy car to drive; the manual gearbox is slick, the 
pedal weights are nice and light and the steering is 
well-weighted and accurate. 

Despite its modest size the 1.2 TSI version gets 
along very well indeed, behaving like a much larger 
naturally aspirated engine and pulling the Yeti along 
more than quickly enough to keep up with the traffic 
flow. 

However the best all-rounder has to be the 2.0 


TDI with 140PS, which comes in four-wheel drive 
Outdoor form. With more torque than you really 
need you can get up to speed with complete ease, 
and cruising never requires any effort, even on 
inclines. The security of four-wheel drive traction 
also means you can hustle the Yeti along if you want 
to, and despite its height it feels secure, comfortable 
and even good fun. 

That the revised Yeti has gained improvements 
and additions rather than wholesale changes tells 
you everything you need to know;the Skoda Yeti 
was an excellent car to start with, and the changes 
have merely added to its appeal. It’s a family car 
you need not make excuses for.

A Class comes into its own

Hands up, does anyone remember the story 
about the Elk and the Mercedes A-Class? 

It’s the tale of how the first A-Class had an 
inclination to topple over when braking hard 
in simulations to test how it fared if confronted 
with an elk wandering on Scandinavian roads. 

You do recall the story? Well that was way back 
in 1997. 

Since then the A-Class has undergone various 
tweaks and upgrades but it has never really 
tempted buyers away from its rivals in the compact 
hatchback segment. 

But the latest A-Class is certainly doing that and 
also working well in Mercedes’ strategy to lower the 
average age of its buyers. 





For a start it looks completely different from the 
original. The very first models were tall although 
that slightly changed over its last two incarnations. 

But now it is something completely different. 
Lower and sleek and far more sporty with smoother 
lines. Inside it’s not like your usual executive Mer¬ 
cedes either. It’s user friendly and a little bit sassy. 

One downside is that space in the rear seats is a 
little less generous than the old one although the 
boot is nice and roomy. 

One of its biggest draws for the younger crowd 
are the latest up-to-date gadgets, standard and as 
add-ons. Top of the list is the option of full iPhone 
integration which means the driver or front seat pas¬ 
senger can sync music and keep right up to date 
with email and social media - Facebook and Twitter 
are right there in the car with you. 

In a society where safety is becoming more and 
more important on our roads,the A-Class has as 
standard radar-based collision avoidance which 
applies maximum braking power if the driver fails to 
brake hard enough to avoid a vehicle. 

There is also an optional Pre-Safe system which 
recognises when an accident is imminent.

This came as standard on my A 220 CDI BlueEF- 
FICIENCY AMG Sport model and I did experience it 
in operation, although in a controlled experiment. 

I chose an empty car park, revved up accelerated 
and then slammed on the brakes as I swung the car 
round to the left. Sensing there could be an accident 
as the car was no longer under proper control, the 
windows were closed (an open sunroof would also 
be shut) and the passenger seat was moved to its 
safest position for possible impact - now that was 
weird feeling it move under you as the car spun. 

The seat belt also tightens to give maximum ten¬ 
sion, and that’s something it does when you first get 
in the car and slide it into place. 

I have to say it is the one thing I really don’t like. 
And that is purely illogical. It is in the best interests 
of safety but makes me feel as if the car is taking 
away my control. 

As standard you get ESP, Active Bonnet and 
Adaptive Break with HOLD function and Hill-Start 


Assist, the radarbased Collision Prevention Assist, 
which alerts a distracted driver through visual and 
acoustic warnings, as well as priming the Brake 
Assist function. 

There’s a choice of turbo-charged direct injection 
four-cylinder diesel and petrol engines with power 
ranging from 107 to 208bhp and for company car 
drivers or those who think really green, the lowest 
emissions come in at 99g C02/km. It’s not some¬ 
thing you expect from a Mercedes. 

My 220 had 170 bhp with the seven speed dou¬ 
ble-clutch transmission and I really enjoyed driving 
it across country down to Wiltshire, up along the 
M25 to Heathrow Airport and then back up a rain- 
lashed M40 to the Midlands. 

The A-Class attracted me from the outside, made 
me feel comfortable and at ease on the inside and 
gave me a great deal of enjoyment. For me there’s 
no rival to better it in the segment.

The joy of birds' nests can 
even be enjoyed in January 


HAPPY New Year. In the four and a half 
years (or perhaps it would be more 
appropriate to say that in the 18 or so 
natural seasons...) that I’ve been writing 
this rather sketchy column, I’ve received 
many messages of agreement, disagree¬ 
ment, support and suggestion. 

All are most welcome of course and it’s always nice 
to hear about your own wildlife experiences in our 
shared Salopian countryside. However, some of the 
most rewarding comments concern the word ‘inspi¬ 
ration’. 

I do not by any manner of means intend to pretend 
that the source of the inspiration about which some 
readers comment on is centred around myself, but 
rather that my writings on a particular species or 
area have motivated one or two otherwise television- 
bound persons to go for a brief stroll in the rural 
landscape or north Shropshire. 

This, believe you me, is personally reason enough 
to continue, but it must be admitted that asides from 
a healthy “naturalist’s spirit”, a large dollop of liber¬ 
ally spread luck is also often needed to seek out the 
individual animal about which I am commenting. 

Adoration 

Well to kick off 2014, you may be happy to hear that 
the wildlife concerned in this column requires very lit¬ 
tle luck indeed. Us naturalists (and most people with 
anything other than a sadistic adoration for frostbite 
and the polar regions) are surely looking forward to 
Spring. Another six weeks or so of cold soggy weather 
before we can welcome in several weeks of warmer 
soggy weather. 

But Spring is perhaps such a blessed relief from the 
toils of winter not only because the thermometer may 
spike a little over freezing for a change, but also 
because of that wondrous potential for new life. And 
no animal group better typifies that than the birds. 

Birds are, after all, the only truly wild creature that 
many of us see in our day-to-day lives. What could be 
better therefore than a glut of new life in the form of 
our feathered friends? And, of course, when we think 



of new life in the bird world, we think of nests. The 
nesting season, depending on which bird species we 
choose, runs from February all the way through to the 
late autumnal months, but deepest winter certainly 
isn’t the time for nests....or is it? 

For us humans, January is probably the best time to 
appreciate bird nests. Take a stroll along any leafless 
hedgerow (although I’d recommend one of blackthorn 
or hawthorn) and you will see little clusters of twigs, 
the remnants, in whole or in part, of last year’s bird 
nests prominently displayed in an otherwise vacuous 
bush. Why not try identifying them from a field guide 
or off the internet? I have to say that what with the 
strong winds recently, you may have difficulty in doing 
so, but at the very least you can see the sort of areas to 
keep an eye on in the coming months. 

One nest that should have survived the blustery 
onslaught is that of the long tailed tit. They build a 
superb domed nest using moss, which they camouflage 
with lichen and make strong and shock absorbent with 
spider’s webs. 

The female lays and incubates 10 to 12 smooth and 
glossy eggs that are white with purplish-red spots and 
are about 14mm by 10mm. Both adults feed the newly- 
hatched young but unusually this job is often shared by 
other birds, especially males that have failed to breed 
that season. They are pretty birds and are often seen 
in gardens during the win ter... another easy one and 
what’s more, they have the attractive label in the bird 
guide as being ‘unmistakeable’; always a helpful tick 
against one’s species. 

So, dear reader, be inspired by the splendour, 
resilience and reliability of Shropshire wildlife this year.

HANDLE PRESSURE

HEAD coach Carl Darlington believes 
The New Saints have shown they can 
handle the pressure after putting their 
Welsh Premier title quest back on 
track with two crucial wins. 

Having surrendered pole position on Boxing Day, 
the Saints hit back with a 5-1 hammering of New¬ 
town on New Year’s Day followed by last Saturday’s 
2-1 success at Bangor to move four points clear at the 
top. 

Darlington was delighted with the response which put 
paid to talk of a mid-season wobble after the full-timers 
picked up just one point from their previous two outings.

“It’s been a long, hard slog for us, the players have been 
in since June so it gives us a chance to freshen up,” added 
Darlington.
